^generaiion being taught lesions of extravaganeie and idleness, theV tt^ll 
Imiv« impressed upon their young mindsthe salutary warnings of their 
parenfts, never to go in debt beyond their means, under the faltoctous 
•hope that the tirties will be better than they then *re. 
' Entertaining as I do^ the opinion, <^thata w^ regulated mttitify 
'eomposed of the body of the people trained to arn>s, is the proper, 
natural and safe defence of a free State,^' I mo3t respQctftiMy invite 
'your attention to the existing militia laws of the State. By the laws 
as they now are it seems to me that it cannot be hoped even that the 
'%nilitfa can ever be well trained. I would reoomm^nd the adopitiofei df 
*eome syntem by which the cheers would be better trained, andtfaHe 
soldiers more frequently required to muster. The present system i§ 
ndieally defective, afid in no part of it more so than in relation to 
'fines. The poorer part of the people are mostly burdened by the pre- 
sent assessment of fines. The poor man is unable to pay the finetf, 
small as they are, and hence he is compelled to attend muster^ ffne 
rich man and the man of business, who could without much ineonve- 
iitenee go to muster, seldbm ever muster. This begets dissatisfaction 
•with the system on the part of the poor, and keeps down e^ery thing 
^ike a proper military spirit. I would suggest the policy artd propriety 
of increasing the fines for a failure to muster, to such a sum as would 
compel the attendance of all.- The poor could not coihplain at such a 
law, because they are now bound to muster; and the Hch ought not 
to complain at being forced to i-ender their fair proporlioii of duly to 
thel^ate. ,

I will mention, in connection with thebanksy that I appointed Mr. John 
N« Tssewell, a gentleman in every way qualified for the place, the 
proxy to represent the interest of the State in the slock held by her in 
ihe Exchange Bank at Norfolk. Mr. Tazewell appeaced at the meet* 
iofy and claimed the right to vote for directors, which was denied him 
by the private stockholders, and he was excluded by their voles.—-- 
Agreeing with Mr. Tazewell that he had the right, under the law^ tp 
*vote, I submitted Mr. Tazewell's remonstran^^e agiiinst the course of 
•the private stockholders to the Attorney General for hjs opinion^ which 
•be gave, and in which he sustained the position of the private stock- 
holders. Some legislation upon the subject would seem to be necessary^ 
to avoid any difficulty in future. 

The act passed by the Legislature March 13, 1841, enl^tled <<aa 
.act,' to prevent the citizens of New York from carrying slaves ou|t of 
^his Commonwealth, and to prevent the escape of persons cbai^^ed wilh 
ihe commission of any crime," went into operalipi^ on the first digr

4S I, have not heard of the slightest suspicion being entertained by a^jr 
one that a slave has been carried away by a northern vessel, since it 
,weat into operation. I regret much the necessity for this law or any 
similar one; hut it was forced on us as the only peaceable means of pro* 
tecting our property against the depredations of the foolish, and mad 
abolitionist Unless something speedily be done by the great body of 
'Our northern brethren to arrest the mischievous designs of these fana- 
' tics, it will become a question for the whole south to consider whcfthfr 
•they will longer continue in union with a people who are resorting to 
every art and device the^y can to rob Ihem of their property. - 
. By reference to the report of the .Visitors to the Military Inititu^, 
it will be seen that Ihe institution is jn a flourishing condition, and bids 
.fair to accomplish all itsfouoiders anticipated. They ask for a simU 
appropriation, and I think in justice they are eotitletd to it. 

I will suggest to you the propriety of providing buildings for the 
Medical Department of Hampdon Sydney College located in this city.

It will be necessary for ypu^ wit;bout delay,, to make 
fo(ne, provision to supply the treasury with fuudsto me^tthedemffpds 
upon it, as the payment of the three hundred m^ fifty, t^^uusaoid.dolr 
lars, the amount of the temporary loan on the 15th of December|,*will 
deprive it of the means to pay the inle^est on the State: deb^vttich 
will fall due on the first of January. If the loan of four hundred thou- 
sand dollars, which I have already recommended, were authorized by 
law, at a rate of interest %vhich ivould insure its being taken, and/the 
banks of the Stale authorized to make the loaii^ Lthihk/it pRobable 
they would do so; especially if the dividends upon slocks were set 
apart a^ a fund out of which it would certainly be paid in a few years.

orders or rules. 

In Legislative Assemblies, the progress of business mainly^depends 
on the personaV cooduct and good sense of each man in performing 
duties, both a&an individual and as a member of the aggregate body*. 
So Various and innumerable are the occasions on which each member 
must act by the guidance alone of his own sense of propriety, that 
mles, however numerous and explicit, could not direct or control biro^ 
ifor«Duid a presiding officer, hil^wever faithfiil, alwajTs enforce thoee 
rules or orders, when they apply. But your committee are constrained 
to^admit that there is just cause for the complaint so frequently made, 
of the long sessions of the General Assembly, and consequent expense 
to ibe public. It is true, that this lengthened session is in some measure 
1}o be attributed to the increase of the population of the State, and 
change of the frugal and simple ];^abits of our people, whidi conoe^ 
quentty brought new and complicated subjects of legislation; some of 
which, in the earlier stage of the republic, were thought to be Jneon* 
iii^nt with our institutions. 

There are some things which your committee will mention, that 
are in some degree the cause of these protracted sessions, and to which 
a remedy may be applyed by orders and rules; one of these, is the 
dilatory action of committees; especially of those charged with the 
examination of the public offices and accounts, and with the subjects 
of taxation and appropriation. Another is the unrestrained liberty of 
introducing at any time of the session, private or individual petitions. 
Another, the delay in making elections. 

But your committee regret that there is one great evil to which 
Ibey eannot recommend any remedy, other th^n that which now exists. 
They allude to the extended and irrelavant debate, so much indulged in 
of late years, causing delay; and the public to turn away from the report 
of such discussions with disrelish and disappointment, instead of look* 
in^inito them with avidity, for the information which they'might and 
should impart: Your committee recommend the annexed joint and 
separate orders and rules to be adopted, ^sthey^ apply:

The committee have 
been unable to inform themselves accurately as to the precise condi- 
tion of that portion of the Fund, amounting to the sum of gl900; 
but from what they can gather, are not satisfied of its eptire safety. 
They are not aware, however, that any advantage is to be derived 
from the adoption of proceedings for its immediate collection, and 
have therefore not deemed it necessary to place it on a different footing 
from the rest of the Fund. 

The advantages of an investment in the Commonwealth's Stock* 
over loans to individuals, however responsible at the time, where the 
rate of interest is the same, seem to the committee most palpable. In 
their opinion, the credit of the Commonwealth of Virginia deserves 
to rank far superior to that of any individuals, whether the abhorrence 
of the purpose to avoid the punctual fulfilment of her engagements, 
as universally entertained by the Legislature and the people, or the 
unquestionable ability to meet those engagements be considered. The 
interest, it is confidently believed, will be more promptly paid and 
more readily invested, and while the Fund, therefore, will be entirely 
free from contingency of loss, it will more rapidly accumulate. The 
happy condition of freedom from debt at the period of the present 
investment of the Fund, furnishes the very satisfactory reason for the 
mode then adopted. There was, then, no State stock to be had, and 
hence the loan to individuals. The committee have no difficulty there- 
fore in recommending that the Fund be called in and invested in State 
stock. In contemplation, however, of the severity of the times, and the 
embarrassment which universally pervades all classes of our cilizens.

render them leisis able to bear them in consequence of the retfuctio'ri irf' 
the price of all the commodities of their trades and employments ;' 
and when, too, those who live upon taxation Can procure at greaHy 
decreased prices, all the necessaries, luxuries and comfoi^ts of life, ft*6i# 
wMSch cause the valu€? of the privilege they possess of dnawirtfe l!ht*ii^' 
80pport itfetk the public treasury becomes much enhanced ? We at*^ ' 
aware that' the price of living is variable^ and it wouW wM be sountf 
policy to change salaries with every change in the price of the pr odutdt^^ 
of the fend. In many respects, however, the reduction of the cbsttf 
of living appears to be permanent. We have passed through a tiihtf 
of speculation an^ extravagance, the like of which, we fondly hojfe*/ 
i^ riot soon to occur, and if the salaries' of otiStsers were sufficient the^y 
there ought now to be no objection to a curtailment of expenses tTiaf 
will comport with the interest of the people. But it may be alleged^ 
that the pay of the public functionaries has not heretofore been enough;' 
but the ariswer to that objection is, that when provisions were mudH'' 
higher than now, and wages lower, there was no lack of men capaUtf 
and willing to accept of office. Reduce the compensation correspond^ 
irtg with the times, and fidelity and capacity will stiM be Comnranded'.' 
There is something revolting in the reflection, thai a seaiddn of* pecii^ 
niary distress and suffering among the people is one of increased pro^ 
perity among the holders of office. 

The committee have been most anxious to find some means of* culr«^ 
tailing the cost of the legislative department — they have ^qqxi and* 
now are too great — the evil arises mostly from' the long sessions of tft^" 
General Assembly^ and against their length there is loud complaint?' 
to remedy the wrong, the committee deem it wise and proper tb* 
propose the reduction to be made in such a way as will effectuall)^' 
produce a diminution of the length of the sessions. The oommifted 
do not believe that the pay of the members of the General Assembly 
is too much if they would attend promptly and diligently to the hnsi** 
ness of the country. In our republican government, the people choose^, 
or are supposed to choose, their Representatives according to merit. 
Those who are poor are a^ often meritorious and caf)able as others*^; 
and should the pay (of the members of the Legislature) be much re^' 
duced, it would not be sufficient to support them and to defray such" 
expenses as must be necessarily incurred in attending faithfully, and 
intelligently, and influentially to the^public business. In such aiv event 
mme but the wealthy could afford to be legislatoi^s, to the great delfn 
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m^nt of our character and institutions. To keep poor men frofti partw 
cjpating in the legislation of the country, the British constitution 
allows no pay to the members of the House of Commons. We ought 
to allow no extravagance* But the offices of our country ought to b^ 
accessible alike to rich and poor. Especially so ought to be those offices 
fiUed by Representatives chosen by the people. Yet the expenses of 
legislation are too great. And as a remedy the com nriittee propose. t'o* 
allow four dollars a day to each member for eighty-five days, and only 
two dollars a day after the expiration of that time. Thi9 the commit-r' 
tfe believe will curtail expenses and shorten the sessions of the Leglsx- 
l^^turC: more effectually than any thing else they could suggest. Nor dO' 
t))^y conceive this proposition liable to the objections which have been 

1 appeal to the interest of the memberjs of - 
pterfofm their duties in eighty-five day«. j 
y receive hjalf pay after the expiration .of 
so divided among a collection of meo^: 
se them to act in concert exactly in the^ 
same way in which they would act individually. And bodies of men^ 
will do that collectively, of which, individually^ each one disapproves.,: 
Ancl this fact renders it necessary, often times, to use such means. to 
epotpl.the conduct of communities of men as would, if used to influx,, 
epce the conduct of an individual, be considered as degrading. Ahd i 
to^jnduce a class of men to act as it would be desirable for a prudent . 
and, discreet man to act, it is necessary, generally, to make it the 
interest of each man of that class thus to act. The idea may be hu- 
tpiliating, but it is true. Thus each member of a Legislature may 
desire a short session, and yet each man may be contributing his mite to 
n^ke a long one. tf men are to sustain losses by such conduct they 
will be careful not so to act. And the committee are persuaded that if 
tbp$ pay of members is reduced one half after the expiration of eighty- 
fiye days from the beginning of any session of the Legislature, that 
it.will become their interest to perform their duties within the eighty- 
fi.v.e days, and thus an immense deal will be saved to the Com- 
mbnwealth» tf this reduction has no effect in shortening the sessions^ 
it %vill even then save a great deal to the people of the Commonwealth. 
Tl^e adoption of this recommendation of the committee by the General 
A^embly must be productive of much good. By it the pay of the 
members of the Assembly will remain as it is for a sufficient time from 
lj)e commencement of any session for the transaction of all the busi- 
ness devolved upon the Legislature. If, after the expiration of this 
lime there are still important subjects to be acted upon, which the 
interests of the people require to be considered, there can be no doubt 
of the course which a Virginia. Legislature will pursue ; and upon 
an occasion so' extraordinary as to require a protracted session, the 
law will be altered corresponding with the crisis. The committee have 
also recommended other curtailments of expenditures connected with 
tbe. Legislative department of the Government, which can be made 
without injury to the public. 

; Tbey have recommended also, a reduction of the salaries of many of 
ll)e officers of the government, which can, they believe, be properly and 
Judjcjpusly made. And after these reductions are made, these salaries 
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will thet) be higher than those allowed and freely taken for senriceB ia, 
the various occupations of society, which require ability, industry and 
faithfulness* 

The expenses on works of Internal Iniprovements have been enoiv 
roously high. The salaries of some of the o£5cers (on these WQrk» of 
improvement) have been outrageously extravagant. From a statement 
her^with^ presented, and marked (0.), it appears that the expenses 
incurred of the pay of agents of the James River and Kanawha Coip- 
pa|iy^ from its organisation to the first of December, 1842, amount to' 
iS432,689 07. Few, if any, other vvorks are more economically 
managed. There must be a reduction of the salaries of the officers on 
these works of Internal Improvement. Experience has demonstrated 
that high salaries have been invariably attended (in this State) by fw 
dividends. The committee have, in the bill they report on this sub- 
ject, propoifed a reduction of expenses on all these works. Some of 
them are oppressing the State with debts, and at the same time profuse 
in expending mo^ey in the way of salaries. It is time, that thisprac- 
tieeshould be discountenanced. And if the propositions of the com- 
it^ttee on reducing the expenditures of railroad and canal companies^ . 
together with a proposition to dii^ense with expenditures connected 
with Intei^al Improvement schemes, shall be adopted by the General, 
Assembly^ a paving can be made to the Commonwealth of something 
like ten thousand dollars a year, while much also will be saved to 
individual stockholders. 

The committee believe that the expenditures of the' banks call 
loudly for curtailments. The annual pay of officers, and incidental 
charges, amounts to near two per cent, on a capital of 1^10,350,897 77. 
TM aggregate of salaries in 1842, was jS202,373. The committee 
h|ive proposed a reduction of ^63,657. As the Commonwealth holds 
stocks amounting to $4,192,600 in the banks, the proposed reduction, 
will^aVe to the. Cpmmonwealth 025,784. The balance of the $63,657 . 
will be saved to the individual stockholders. 

If the propositioti of the committer to curtail the expenses of the 
Legislature and shorten its sessions be adopted, there will from ten 
tO' twenty thousand dollars be saved from this source of expenditure. 
Taking an average length of the sessions of the Legislature, if the 
bjU they propose to enact into a law should have the effect of curtail- 
ing the length of the sessions, as they believe it will, there will twenty 
thousand dollars be saved to the country. If it should not have that 
cfiect, there will ten thousand dollars be saved. 

The propositions to curtail expenses among the other departments 
of the government, will save |l9500 to the people. Should all the 
reductions proposed by the committee be adopted, there will be a 
Sieving to the people of the Commonwealth an aggregate amount of 
fcom {856,000 to S>66,000, besides great gains to individual stockhold- 
ers in all the joint stock companies. In compliance with instructions 
fsjiven the committee, they herewith report bills to carry put the 
views herein expressed. All which is respectfully submitted.

The Joint Commiltee appointed to inquire whether any, and if any, 
what reduction of the expenses of the Government can be made; and 
to whom was referred & rei»olulion of inquiry <*into the expediency 
of reporting such a bill as will require a reduction of the salaries of' 
this officers and agents of the different banking incorporations of this 
Stafte; the officers and ao;cntsof the Various works of internalimprove* 
nknt in which the State is interested, and of all the other officers em- 
ployed in business, the silaries of whrcii are paid directly or indirectly 
from the treasury of the Stale; also, the feas and commissions of the 
Sheriff* and- Clerks of this Comnionweulth pai<l from the treasury or 
by' the people,'' beg leave respeeifuHy to submit, as a performance of 
their duty in part, the following leport and resolutions: 

The aggregate of capital of thesvarious banks and branches in Vir- 
ginia \s '$ 10,350,897 77. The aggregate of the annual pay of the offi- 
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cers of tiie banks'in Virginia lancl the branches thereof, fneluding per- 
quisites, on the first of January, 1842, was $202^313; making the 
j&laries of the officers ainount to near two per cent, on their entire ca- 
pital. Since January, 1842, some small reductions have been made in 
the salaries of the officers of some of the banks. The committee be- 
lieve that the amount of salaries ought to be reduced so as to compel 
the directors to reduce the number of clerks and other officers of the 
bftfiks. The duties of bank officers are now, in some of the best regu- 
lated banks of the Commonwealth, consolidated in this way, and aH 
immense saving is made for the stockholders and the State; and they 
find, where this principle has been acted upon by any of the banks, 
the amount of salaries is now comparitively low, and will not be 
touched by what they conceive to be a necessary and proper rate of 
reduction in the expenses of the batiks generally. In fact the amount 
of salaries in such banks, is lower than the amount of reduction they 
propose as a general rule would require. And the officers' salaries in 
these banks were fixed in high banking times. The actual amount of 
banking business has been greatly curtailed. There is no longer aoy 
need for so many officers as have been employed in the banks; and 
the cost of living has fallen very low. There seems to be no reason 
why the enormous expenses of our banking institutions should not be 
reduced. » 

The committee believe, that when the capital of a bank orbtHn^h 
is over ji^ 1,000,000 an amount of salaries not exceeding f of one per 
cent, is sufficient, on the entire capital of the bank or branch. Wheite 
the capital is over jS 500,000 and less than a million, the amount of 
salaries ought not to exceed one and one-fourth (li) per cent, on the 
entire capital. Where the capital qf -any bank or branch is more than 
j> 200,000 and not over g 500,000, an amount of salaries not exceed- 
ing one and one-half per cent. Where the capital is not over $ 200, OpO 
and not under S 100,000, an amount of salaries not exceeding two per 
cent. Where the capital is less than $ 100,000, two and one-half per 
cent. Wherefore, the committee recommend the adoption of the fi^- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That the joint committee be instructed to bringin a joint 
Resolution, requiring the State directors in the banking instiiiktions of 
the Commonwealth as soon as possible, and the proxies representing 
the interests of the State in the meetings of the stockholders, to vote 
to limit the amount of salaries in the banks and branches of the Com- 
monwealth, agreeably to the foregoing principles.

And by express 
provision, eitlier bank is rendered liable for any sum of money paid 
out otherwise than in the mode prescribed. 

It appears to the committee, therefore, that the Treasurer's only 
resposibility, other than such as devolves upon him by. special A^cts of 
the Legislature, is in keeping the books and accounts of Ihedepartnlent. 

He does not touch a dollar when paid into or drawn . from the trear 
sury, nor has he the keeping of if whili^ there. He directs thi recelf>t 
of such anuMint as he is told to receive^ andiolieaks as-required Wflho«t 
being informed or seeking to know [he reason or propriety' a^. either. 
Yet the Auditors whose province it is to audit and adjust all ehimsiof 
the Commonwealth, both with debtor and /ertditor, are requltwl'iQ 
execute official bonch;, the one in a penalty o( $ 30,000, and tbe^Aher 
$ 20,000. Tlie committee are ti\erefore oi' opinion, that the peyiaky (bf 
the bond now required by law of the Treasurer is too greal.

Penitentiary Inatitutioni ipade the following report, which, being re$id, 
on his motion, was ordered to be laid upon the table. 

The Joint Committee to examine the Penitentiary, have perforil^ed 
tiiat duty, and beg leave to submit the following report: 

They have examined the Penitentiary with care and attention, and 
are satisfied that a. proper regard has been paid by the Superintendent 
to the interests of the State, and that the management is such ^B to 
reflect great credit upon those under whose control it is placed. 

We are gratified in being able to state, that notwithstanding the 
pressure of the times, the aggregate amount of goods sold during the 
fiscal year ending 30th September, 1843, and those .delivered to the 
IfUnatic Asylums, exceed those of the preceding year the sum of 
jl 3,197 55; that the amount of goods manufactured exceed those of 
the preceding year $ 3^789 69, but that the profits on the manufaor 
tqres of the last year are less, however, by 8854 41. 

The embarrassment of the institution may be exhibited from the 
fact of the increase of the stock on hand to the amount of $ 5,810 26, 
and thatpo money was paid into the treasury, when in the preceding 
year tho payments amounted to $ 7,000w It appears, also, that the in-t 
atitution has, to some extent, been deprived of the benefit of the cash 
system of purchases, as there was due from the agent for raw mate- 
rials delivered and unpaid on the 20th of September, the sum of 
j$ 4,429 41* How far this operated as an injury, we are unable to 
deeide. 

The number of convicts on the 30th of November last, was 211, 
and greater than at any period since 1824. 

It is a bet perhaps worthy of note, that of this number 140 are under 
the age of 30 years. With this brief statement of facts, it may well 
be asked what changes, if any, are necessary in the management of 
this institution? Your committee are not aware that the quantity and 
quality of manufactured articles could be materially increased with 
the present machinery, or that a greater degree of industry or pror 
diuction eoMld be expected, from the present character of the eonviets, 
D)ore espjaeiaily as seventy-five raw and unskilful hands were admits 
ted during the last year. It may not be amiss to suggest wl>ether qr 
not it be expiedjent to increase the minimum perjod of confinement, 
or whether spme other mode of punishment, less expensive, migh^ 
not be substitiHed for ofiencses involving a small degree of erime. The 
avfrage coat of transporting prisoners to the Penitentiary exceeds 
eighty dollars, although the number of guards is now reduced; and 
when the cost of conviction and imprisonment in the county jails is 
Bjdded to that of transportation to the Penitentiary, the aggregate costs 
is very considerable for each prisoner, and may well attract the atten-r 
tion of the Legislature. 

Your committee have devoted some attention to the subfeet of eeon.- 
omizing the expenses of the instiiulion, and submit the following 
repommendations: 1st. As to the interior guard. This suhject was 
specially referre^d to your committee by resolution), and has been duly 
consiijler^. Tluj directors, in their last report, enierlnin the opinioa 
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that the ititerioi* guard might be abolished and this duties transreH*e(t 
and imposed upon the assistant keepers. In ordei^ to a dorrect uT^der- 
standing of the whole matter, we requested the iittendahce of the 
Superintendent and President of the Board of Dire<;tors^ ind elicited 
their views as to the proposed change and the necessary )nfornr>ation 
i^especting the duties now performed by the guard and assistant 
keepers. Your committee came to the conclusion that the duties of 
the guard could not with safety be transferred to the assi^nt keepers^ 
but that two of the guard might with propriety be dispensed with, 
which they accordingly recommend. The saving thus effected would 
be 720 annually. 

3d. We inquired into the pfopriety of dispensing with a portion ol* 
the Board of Directors, which at present consists of five members. 
The duties of said Board are prescribed by law, and they hold but 
one meeting weekly^ unless some emergency requires that they meet 
oftener. It seems to your committee that three individuals can pei"-* 
form the said duties quite as well as five, and the services of two be 
dispensed with, saving in this Avay iSSOO annually. Your committee 
considered the propriety of transferring the duties of the Board of 
Directors upon the members of the Executive Council, and are of 
opinion that the change shodld not be made. 

3d* We directed our inquiries to the pay and emoluments of the 
Agent. By the existing laws he receives a commission of eight per 
cent, upon all goods sold and delivered, at the store and Penitentiary, 
as w^ll as upon those delivered the Lunatic Asylums. This amounted 
in the last fiscal year, to jS 3,382 49. Is not this compensation too 
high? especially when we recollect that the amount of sales upon 
which this commission was charged, accrued during the present finan- 
cial embarrassmcht. Your committee, desirous of ascertaining all the 
facts connected with the amount of the compensation, directed the 
Chairman on behalf of the House of Delegates, to correspond With a 
number of the commission merchants here, and request from them an 
answer to certain queries. Prom these answers we learn that the com- 
mission charged by them in the wholesale business, does not exceed 
6 per cent, for selling and guaranteeing^ exclusive, however, of dray 
age, insurance, and storage. It is presumed as a fair basis t>f calcula- 
tion, that the average sales in future will amount to ^1 45,000, eight 
per cent, commission on which is jS 3,600; deduct ^fom this the esti- 
mated costs of conducting a business of this character^ say 8 1,50O, 
and there is left for the risk of guarantee and as compensation, the 
sum of S2,100. This, your committee believe, is too much, and 
therefore recomniend a reduction of the commission. Connected with 
this subject your Committee have considered the proposition of allow- 
ing the Agent the privilege of keeping and selling all articles of mer- 
chandise not Coming in direct and injurious competition with the 
Penitentiary manufactures. Your committee believe that such a per- 
mission, so far from producing any injury to ihe public interests, 
would be calculated to promote it*; as a larger and more general asHorl* 
ment would attract purchasers, and a larger amount of sales be thus 
i'fioated: %v€ therefore recommend that this permission should be 
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gt*dnled, more especially aii the State, sustnining no injary thereby^ 
Would be profited by an annual saving of some eight or nine hundred 
dollars. The Agent could not complain, as the enlargement of his 
business would require but little additional expense in conducting it^ 
nnd a commission of six per cent, would thus be made nearly, if not 
quite equal, to the pr^ent compensation. 

4th. Your. committee have also inquired into the expediency of di»* 
pensing with the extra allowance to the assistant keepers, and have 
come to the conclusion that the pay should be continued, but that the 
contingency upon which the right to claim it should be changed, so as 
to make the allowance depend upon the fact, whether the profits from 
ihe manufacturing operations exceed by seven hundred dollars, the 
cost of the raw t^aterials, as well as the legitimate charges against the 
Institution, and including the pay of the interior guard, which is now 
made directly from the Treasury. Your committee refer particularly 
to the views of the Board of Directors tipoti this subject, as submitted 
in their last report. (Document 16, page 4») 

5th. Your committee would state that the balance due from thedate 
Agent has been reduced, by payments made to the present Agent,; to 
the stim of $ 1,990. Your committee examined with care the books 
kept at the Store, and found them to correspond with the quarterly 
«nd annual settlements made by the Directors. The goods seem to be 
well arrafngcd, and a proper attention paid by the Agent to the man* 
agement of the Store. 

Your committee will accompany this report with a bill totjarry out 
the contemplated change. 

The bill, << Establishing a new system for the training and muste>ing 
the S5th reginVent, and for the militia of the Commonwealth,'' wbleh,

ing from Richmond to the western base of the Blue Ridge, and, hav- 
ing obtained leave from their respective Hoyse^, they statied from 
Richmond for this purpose on the 24tb day of January, and on the 
evening of the 28th reached the western terminus of the improvement 
at the mouth of North river, in the county of Rockbridge. Retttnung 
more rapidly, they arrived in Richmond ori the 3 Isl, having examined 
as careAilly as the time would allow, and aided by the explanationaof 
the Engineer, Sdperintendents and President of the eompaoy^ the lo- 
cation and construction of' the canaly and more partiattiarly:ail Ibe 
works of art upon the line. . . :!• 

Upon their return, the committees examined xhb books and papers 
in the office of the company, with such evidence a9 was found there^ 
or procured at their request by th« President, caleula^ed tfithrow 
light upon the various objects of their inquiry. The documents and 
tabular statement^ ap|>ended to this report, furnish a condensed view 
pf the evidence bofoxe the^ c(^mfnittee» except tW annual report^ and

Cqnwction wUh Tide-water through the Hichmond Dock. 

The whole, property of the Richmond Dock Company was sold at 
|H)bIic Auction on the 9th of July, 1841, and purchased by the James 
river and Kanatvha oompany at the price of j! 100,000, under aulliority 
of ah act of Assembly passed on the 20th of March, 1841, reciting 
tk^^r.pose and advantages. Although now a detached work, it is de- 
signed to coni^ect it with the lower level by aline of locks; bringing 
together the^boats which pass through the mountains^ and vessels nayn 
.gating the ocean. 

It is a suitable termination for this great Tme of improvement, ^nd 
besides the incalculable advantages it will give to the trade, viewed as 
a niere investment of capital, the purchase was highly judicFous. I'he 
repairs and changes deemed necessary upon the dock itself, had been 
detiern^ined on ^ndlet to contractors some time previous to the passage 
of the act of March 25th, 1842, which imposed considerable restric- 
tions upon the powers of the comptiny; and the stockholders, at the 
called meeting in May following, when they accepted the law, orderod 
the arrears of subscription to be applied to those contracts. In docu- 
ment £. will be found more full explanation on the subject of this 
documents 

Location of the Canal. 

l^he location of the canal appears to have been conducted ityith all 
the advantages to be derived from previous surveys, and with a de- 
gree pf care and consideration proportioned to the magnitude and im- 
portance of the work. The definitive location of the whole line of 1 74 
miles, between Richmond and the mouth of the North river, was 
completed in successive years as follows: For 73 of the 120 miles be- 
tween Maiden's Adventure dam and Lynchburg, in the year 1835; 
for the remaining 47 miles between the same points, in 1836; for the 
'28 miles between Maiden's Arfven tore and Riohmoiid, {b«Hig a re- 
location of the old State line,) in 1837; for 5 miles in the second di- 
vision, above Lynchburg, in 1838; and for the remaining 22 miles of 
that division, in 1839. 

The committee believe that the location is liable to no just objec- 
tion; thJit the curvatures unavoidably resulted from the sinuosities of 
the rivei*, and are developed, as far as practicable, so as to favor the 
'€*ftcacy of the tractile power; and that the line could not haveJueeti 
eleralefl without an increase of expense wholly iTvadmisBible. £ven 
the sihninil charge incident lo a higher location, would have much ex- 
ceeded the damage from stich unfrequent disasters as the fresh of July

New fVorks of the Oompany, 

A summary view of the new works of the company, embracing a 
descriptive statement, is presented in Doc. G. By reference to these 
statements it will be seen that the works in the first division, from 
Richmond to Lynchburg, making a distance of 146} miles, are fitiished 
and in operation; that those in the second division, making a distance 
of 21i miles, are partly finished and in part unfinished, and are not in 
operation; and that the Richmond Dock is not completed, but is suf- 
ficiently advanced to be used by small craft. It is expected that in a 
few weeks it will be fit to receive the largest blass of vessels that can 
ascend the river in its present state. A summary view under another 
aspect, of the extent of the work in the first division, is exhibited in 
the following suienient, furnished from the records of the company.

Walling and rip-rap 813,715 <* 

And there are of work3 of art, 51 lift locks, having a total lift of 
437 8-10 feet; 6 guard locks; 1 accommodation lock; 5 dams across 
the river; 3 dams acro5Js arms of the river; 12 aqueducts; 191 cul- 
verts, varying in span from 2 to 30 feet; 133 farm and roJad bridges; 
3 towing path bridges; 9 waste-weirs; 1 guard gate; and 5 guage gates. 
As far as the committee could judge, from a cursory view, aided by a 
more particular exanrtination at important points, the works of the com- 
pany, throughout the whole line, appeared to be executed in a skilful, 
faithful and workman-like style. The masonry, of which it is seen above 
there is a vast extent and variety on the line, embraces some beautiful 
specimens of hydraulic construction, reflecting great credit upon the en- 
gineers and workmen. , The masonry on the second division is supe- 
rior to that upon the first, being in a style of greater simplicity and 
strength, and will. In the opinion of the committee, compare with any 
in the United States. A large portion of \he hydraulic cement used in 
the masonry upon the second division, was furnished from manufacto- 
ries at or near the mouth of North river, established under the patron- 
age of the President and Directors, and deriving their supplies from 
quarries upon the line of the Imj)rovement. 

Cost qf the CanuL 
. The system of thfe company ha?t been to pay out of the income from 
its various works in operation, old and new,. live cost of their repairs 
nnd maintenance, the annuity of iS 21,000 to the stockholders of tl>c 
old James river company, the interest on its permanent debt, half the 
salaries of the officers engaged in the general administration of its 
affairs, and a ftjw other expenses of inconsiderable amount* The other 
expenditures of the company, from its organization to ihe 1st of De- 
cember, 184^, have all been charjrcd to the new works, and disirjbuted 
among various portions of the line, io which they properly belonged, 
except the cost of the extensive western surveys, made by order of 
the scockholders in IS3S and , wiiich arc not properly charge- 
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alihBi tN> lh« eobMrtfclioii df i\m BMtera workt. Thee<M ofthe fim 
division of the canal, from Lynchburg to the foot of the basin at Rtch« 
roond, a distance of 146 6-10 mites, asoertained according to the above 
i^^st6toi, wiis {| 5,006,453 29, being about - thirty-four thbusand, one 
hundred and fifty dollars per mile. For more particular information 
on this head; see Doo's. H and I. 

'The eon&tnlttee have found nothing in the course of their inquiries to* 
\Varrant the belief that the President and Directors have been Granting 
in economy, either in the eonstruetion or conduct of the work. On the 
c6titrary, their care in ^gard to assessments, explorations for stone 
ahd hydraulic lime, forms of contracts, mode of leltings, settlemeiHs 
of accounts, &o., fViroishes such evidence of zeal, jcdgment and atten- 
tion^^ to details, as justifies the confclusion that the cost of the work was 
as^ low as wai consistant with the- pko. The cost of other canals, al» 
thoOgh by no means a certain, is yet some test of the economy of this; 
arid It will .be seefti that the James river and Kanawha canal has been 
constructed at a less rate per mile than either of the two nearest great 
lines to the North of us, rivals for the same Western trade. The excess 
6f the ^ost of those lines per mile, over the cost of this, i» as follows: 
Of the main line of the Pennsylvaoia canal #11,564; and of the 
Chesapeake and Ohb canal jS 21,855. Doc's« J and K. 

Anodier test of the econpmy of the work is a comparison of the 
^st with the original estimates. In ISdl, Judge Wright, in a letter 
to Governor Floyd, recommending the construction of a canal along 
the present line, of the dimensions finally adopted, bot with les^ ma<* 
sonry, estimated the cost at about g 20, 000 per mile. The phin subse- 
quently adopted, on more mature examination and advisement with 
him, coi^prised themore enlarged scale of masonry which now pre«* 
vails en the line. Making doe allowance for the diflference in thoma. 
sonry, and for the great increase of prices before the execution of the 
work, it wiirbe found that his esHo^ate was greater in proportion than 
the actual 'cost. On this safa^ot see Bpo's. L. and M. 

Before dismissing th^ subject of the cost, it may be proper to ad- 
vert to the economical efiect of the low location of the canal which 
was adopted by the company. From the evidence contained or re- 
ferred to in Doc's. N. and O., it is deduced that the. increased coist of 
k'aiitng the Chesapeake and Ohio canal between dam No. 5 and Cum- 
berland, a distance of 77 J miles, will amount to about i 17,506 1 per 
lAile. Taking this as a standard of calculation for the effect of a simi- 
lar elevation of the 1464 miles of the first division of the James river 
and Kanawha canal, it appears that the cost of th^e division would have 
exceeded the actual cxpencUture by the sum of $ 2,537,059. 
Management of the Canal, 

A pwinted pamphlet has been laid before the oommittoe, containing 
the ** Regulations for the navigation and mana)2;ement of the James 
river and Kanawha canal," covering thirty-eij^hi pages. This system 
the committee have not had time, nor did they deem it necessary, to 
examine minutely. It appears to be very comj>rehcnsive and minute; 
is said to embody the results of experience \x\)o\\ the northern lines;

In regard to this subjecl the oomjnittee are mot c9«BpeteAt to fora^^ 
or express anopinkuH for tbe utttost experience and fiemriUarity vrth 
such a work is required to determine upon tbe aecessary amM^n^cif 
agency. Tbe care and economy evinced by the Fpeaident aad I>irec- 
tors in the annual reports and proceedinga» and tba high rcpiM^Uof^ (^ 
Judge Wright, the first Principal Engineer of the company* givca» in 
the opinion of the committee^ sufficient assurance tM no extrava-* 
ganoe haa existed in this respect. Tbe salaries do not appear i^ tbe 
committee to have been fixed too high. Indeed thpse to theengineera 
are less than were paid upon works of so great magnitude in other 
parts of tbe oountry. The expense of agency ia shown in the X)pn'af

The 11th volume of Leigh's Reports, which at the date of the Act 
of 24th March last, << Changing the mode of compensating the Reporter 
of the Court of Appeals," was partly printed, has not yet been deli* 
vered, though I learn, that it will be ready in a few weeks. As requir* 
ed by the same Act, I contracted with Mr. Shepherd, the Public Printer, 
for printing and binding 700 copies of the next Volume of Reports, 
upon terms which will probably bring it to the State at not more than 
$ 5 per copy. This volume is now in the press and will be ready for 
delivery some time in the coming Spring. 

The materials are also, prepared for the I2tii and last volume of 
Leigh's Reports, which it may be expedient to secure to the State, 
in order to connect the series of Reports.

The stock of the Library fund is large, and, from the nature of 
things, cannot be reduced beyond the actual demand for it, which is 
progressive only, and cannot^bQ accelerate|] by any expedient that I can 
devise. As to the oldest and ' heaviest 'portion, comprising Hening's 
Statutes at large, the Journals from 1776 to 1792, and the maps, it 
may well be considered as <^ dead stock.'' Efforts have heretofore been 
made under the directionr of the committee, to diminish this portion, 
by a reduction, in some cases, pf one balf in the price, and by auction 
sales — but it has wholly tailed In attaining th€ object in view: on the 
contrary, it seems to have had the effect of lowering the public estima- 
tion of its value. It would therefore* as I think, be better to return to 
the prices fixed as the minimum by the Act of 28th February, 1829, 
which are greatly below cost, 'and can as readily be obtained as the 
present prices.

In the preeeeding iiatement I have sUt^ thejiHiinher of yofea 
which the' proxy of the Commonwealth proper and the Common* 
wealth's institutions, to witr the Fond for Internal Improvement and 
the Literary Fund, would hare the right to giro according to the scale 
of rotes prescribed by the bank act of 1837. The Merchants and 
Mechanics Bank of Wheeling is an exception to this scale, the high- 
est number of votes allowed any one stockholder in'that bank being 
thirty. 

There is no documentary information in this office showing what 
Votes Were given by the proxies of the Funds attached to this Depart* 
ment. But^ upon enquiry at the Bank of Virginia, I learn that at the

1 4 Plan and dimensions qf the CanaL 

By the 23d section of the act of incorporation, passed I6th March, 
1832, the minimum dimensions of the canal were prescribed at 40 
feet width at top, 28 feet at bottom, and 4 feet depth; and the com- 
panjr at 'lis ib^st organiKation, in May 1835, fixed tke j'enovr dimen- 
sions at, surface breadth of 50 feet, bottom 30 feet, and depth 5 feet, 
authorising variation^, for good cause, from these general dimensions: 
ft was also decided that the locks should be at kast 85 feet betw^n 
Vlib gates, and 15 feet wide. 

In the construction of the canal, the President and Directors adheri^ 
i6 the mirilthum dlihentiops fixed by the Stockholders, except oh the 
fii^t level iat Kichmond, but deemed it advisable to increase tne tenrth 
6r the loekB to 100 feet, for the purpose of augmenting the capaciiy 
of boats. The adoption by the Stockholders of these enlarged dimed- 
sions Sfipears tp have been unanimous; they Were recommended in the 
Irtter of 'J«dg€f Wright to the Governor of the State in August 1831; 
yvere assumed as a basis of printed estimates and statemehts, adVocat- 
itig: this improvement, at three sessions of the Assembly pri^jr to the 
iyrgahlzation of the company; and the committee is satisned that the)r 
iv^re necessary and proper for a canal intended to connect the Eastern 
with the trans-Allegbany waters, in corroboration of which dpinioir 
they refer to the accompanying Documents marked A and B. 

The general dimensions of the canal above given apply to thatpor- 
ti66 of the line between the first lock, about 3 miles above R!chmond| 
atld the town of Lynchburg.

Oonneeiiontoiih Tide-water through the Richmdnd Ifocki 

The whole pi'operty of the Richmond Dock Company Was sold at 
public auction on the dth of July^ 1841, and purchased by the Jameii 
river and Kanawha company at the price of $ 100,000/ under authorrtj^ 
of an act of Assembly passed on the 20th cf( March, lS4|j reciting 
the purpose and advantages. Although now a detached worfc, tt is /le* 
aigned to connect it with the lower level by a line of locks; brin^ink 
together the boats which pass through the mountains, ahd yessel^Od^); 
letting Ihe ocean. • 

It w a suitable termination for this great line of improvettiertt, igrnd 
besides the incalculable advantages it will give to the trade, Viewed a^ 
a mere investment of capital, the purchase was highly judicious. Thi 
repairs and changes deemed necessary upon the dock itself, had beeri 
ttetermined on and let to contractors some time previous to the passase 
of the act of March 25th, 1842, which imposed considerable restncr- 
tions upon the powers of the company; and the stockholders^ at the 
eatled meeting in May following, when they accepted the !av«^, ^rder^d 
the arrears of subscription to be applied to those contracts.

^Bteih$ tvas 95,060,453 29, being about thirty-four cbbusandydne 
huildred atid fifty dollars per mile. For more particfular i[>formatioi» 
cw this head, see Doc's.

The committee have found nothing in thecours^of their inquiries to 
trafrant the belief that the President and Directors have been wanting: 
in economy^ either in the construction or conduct of the work. On the 
eoniraryy their e^re in regard to assessments, explorations for stone 
and hydraulic lime, forms of Contracts, modeof^lettinga, aetllemeDta 
of accounts^ &o., furnishes such evidence of zeal, judgment and aliens 
ttdn to details, as justifies the conclusion that the cost of ihewerk wad ' 
as low as was coiisistant vvith the plan. The cost of other danala^ «|W 
Hiough by no means a cei*tain, is yet some test of the economy of thtt^ 
add it will be seen that the James river and Kanawha danal has been 
constructed at a less rate per mile than either of , the two^neare^ ffi^t 
lines to the North of us, rivals for the same Western trade. The excess 
of tbe cost of those lines per mile, over the cost of this^ i^ as.fo|lpws:

Another test of the economy of the work is a comparison pf the 
<*ost with the original estimates. In 1831, Judge Wright, in. a lette^ 
io Oovernor Floyd, recommending the construction of a canal alorii 
the present line, of the dimensions finally adopted, but with less ma*? 
soni'y^ estimated the cost at about 3520,000 per mile. The plan subse- 
quently adopted, on more mature examination and advisement witf^ 
him, ConripHsed the more enlarged scale of masonry wl^ich now pre- 
vails pn the line. Making due allowance for the difference in the ipa, 
sonry, and for the great increase of prices before the execution of tb^ 
work, it will be found that his estimate was greater in proportion thart 
the actual cost. On this subject see Doc^s. L. and M. 

"Before dismissing the suhject of the cost, it may be proper t0iid« 
vert to^ the economical effect of the low location of the carnal whicH 
was adopted by the company. From the evidence con^tain^tl or i%^ .

raising the Chesapeake and Ohio canal between dam Na 5 apd C\un*

Negotiations qf the Guaranteed Loa?i. 

The President of the company laid before the committee the papers 
find correspondence relative to the'negotiations of the loan authorised 
l?y the act of the 23d of March, 1830, with a request that they vvould 
{investigate particularly,*-^!. The subject of the alleged countenance 
given by him to the employment of the funds of the Republic of 
Texas for the use of the James river and Kanawha company. 2. The 
ex;tent of the just responsibility of the President and Directors for 
the CQmmitmentof the company's,sierlin<5 bonds in Europe; and 3. The 
occurrences relative to the con^pany's foreij^n debt which have taken 
place since the last session of the Legislature. 

The negotiations of the guarantied h)an havin^^; iicen fully examined 
by the Legislature at its last session^ vvitli tl^c aid of all the documents 
and correspondence appertaining thereto, up to that period, the coni' 
ipittee have deemed it unnecessiiry to make that |)oriion of the ma"' 
agement of the President and Directors the hohject of re-invcstigalio** 
at this time* The coirespondencc upon ihi^ivsulijcct, on file at the cow 
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pany's office, h voluinlnous; and would, in the v\eW of the cdminito' 
tee, swell unnecessarily the mass of documents attached to thitf re*^ 
port. For a summary view of the information oommunicated at th^ 
last session of the Assembly, reference may be had to Doc. IT., NotL' 
1, 2, 3, and 4. Most of the occurrences relative to the foreign debltf 
of the company, since the last session of the Assembly, are presented! 
in Doc. U., No. 5, leaving but a brief statement 16 be added by^^e 
committee. * 

Early in the month of May last, after a ibrn^al ihT^estigatioti bf tfiA 
cflaim of Dettermeyer, Westleigh & Son, 6f Amsterdam, for tem-i 
bursement from the James river and Kanawha company of the amotltit 
advanced by that house to General Hamilton in 1840, the Board con^ 
eluded that they were bound to recojinise thfe justice of this elai^ 
upon the company, and therefore resolved to pay, Out of the ptot^t^dil 
of the State stock, the debt thus ascertained to be due, amounting, iti^ 
eluding interest to that time, to the sum of 854,275. It appears^ 
however, from Doc. U., No. 5, that this claim h^s not yet been paid,' 
owing, as the committee believe, to the depreciation of oufr §tat£j 
gtocks below the limit fixed by the Board of Public Woi^ks. 

Shortly after this resolution, General Hamilton appeared before th^ 
Pi^esfdent and Directors, made an e^tplanalfon of his late ageticy, antf 
stated that he was then on his way to Europe, on iiis own accoUht, 
With'the object of endeavoring to effect a satisfactory adjustment of Ih^ 
Holland claim, so as to release the company and their hypothecatdd 
assets. ' The Board renewed his agency in order to close their Unfin^i 
rshed business in Europe. He returned in the month of October wfth^ 
out having succeeded in the object of his visit. The committee regret 
to say, they can find no justification for this act of the President iihd 
Directors. 

'The state of the guaranteed loan of the 1st March, 1843, wfll fttf 
seen by reference to Doc. V. No. 1, from which it appears that th^ 
residue of the whole amount guarantied is not equal in amount by 
nearly vS 8,000 to the amount of the company's post notes out statidk 
ingat the same date. Adverting to Doc. V. No. 2, itisshown that thiiT 
residue of the guarantied loan was, as early as the 8th Of NovenAer^ 
1839, specifically pledged by the Board to the redemption of the^pOSt 
notefi^; and in consequence of the withdrawal of the guaranty, by thtf 
act of March, 1842, upoti a portion of those bond^, the amount i# tiow 
insufficient to redeem that pledge. 

It appears that some loss occurred in 1840, ih consequence of tho 
construction of sOme of the locks and other work in an unfaitHAlY 
manner, rendering it necessary to re-construct them. The siibjectWttM 
brought before the Stockholders in the 6th annual report, add they dfi^ 
not, as the committee do not now, regard it as any grouhd af censtkilBr 
upon the President and Directors.

The JoiDt Committee on the Public Library report that they have 
examiDed the account of the receipts and disbursements of the Li- 
brarian, and find that the receipts during the year 1842,

All of which appears, more in detail, from the report of the Libra- 
rian, herewith communicated. 

By the acts of February the 28th, 1829, and 22d of February 1830, 
the Library borrowed of the Literary fund the sum of $ 10,000. By 
the annual payment, above mentioned, of $ 1,000, that debt is now 
reduced to jS 7,500. 

An inventory of books, &c. &c., which compose the Library fond, , 
is herewith also returned, marked B, as well as an account of sales 
during the year 1842. By the last of which it appears that the most 
productive of all the stock owned by the Library are the Reports of 
Causes, the latest being the most saleable. It will be remembered that 
the expense of publishing these reports is paid directly by the Public 
Treasury, while the Library receives the proceeds of sale. The com- 
mittee further state, that taking six years as an example, these Reports 
have cost the State, on an average, the sum of j2l 4,550 annually, and 
that the amount of sales, with the exception, perhaps, of one vol. of 
Leigh's Reports, has not paid for the publication. That the expense 
of publication has been unnecessarily enhanced by the costly binding 
heretofore used, and which the committee recommend should be dis- 
continued with the commencement of the new system established by 
the law of the March, 1842. That as the Library is a direct 

charge on the Public Treasury, the committee feel bound to recom- 
mend such a course as will most speedily, to some extent at least, re- ^ 
move that charge, and to that end they recommend the repeal of the 
act of the 18th of March 1841, appropriating annually $500 from the 
Library fund to purchase a Library for the Lexington Military Insti- 
tute. From the Library fund the sum of $500 has already been paid 
for the purpose aforesaid, which the committee most respectfully think 
ought not to be continued while the State is borrowing money to pay 
interest. All increase in the number of books and purchases for the 
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Library has been stopped^ with the eitception of certain peHodieals, 
a list of which is herewith returned. 

The committee further state that the appropriation of the last year 
for the 10th and llth vols, of Leigh's Reports fell short $ 1,070 Bi, 
which ought to be supplied. That before the passage of the law of 
March 1842, altering the mode of paying for the Reports of Causes 
decided in the Court of Appeals, Mr. Leigh had progressed to a con« 
siderable extent in arranging the materials for the 12th vol. of his Re* 
ports, which are of course his private property. And he having de« 
dined acting as Reporter after the passage of the law above mentioned, 
another was appointed. By communications with Mr. Leigh, through 
the Librarian, the cbmmittee learn that Mr. Leigh is willing to furnish 
the 12th vol. in the same manner and on the same terms that the pre* 
vious vols, had been furnished. And as it is very necessary that the 
Stale should own the copy right of the entire series of Reports un- 
broken, they respectfully recommend that the 12th vol. be purchased 
in the manner signified. 

What will be the cost of the Reports under the law of March 1842, 
the committee cannot now state with exactness. But it is estimated 
that the vol. now in the hands of the printer will not exceed $ 3,500 
for an impression of 700 vols. 

The committee have considered the two following Resolutions of 
the Jlouse of Delegates, adopted January 30th, 1843, to wit:
